New York Times, Mr. C. L. 
Sulzberger, a correspondent of long 
experience there, reports that “the 
luxury of international bickering on 
emotional issues has been resurfied.” 

It has been resumed everywhere, 
not least in the United States, for-an 
obvious reason—the heat-of Russian 
aggression, for the moment, is off. 
The danger of Russian\ attack ap- 
parently being removed, the free 
peoples fall to quarreling among 
themselves 

That, rather than an early Rus- 
sian attack, clearly is the free world’s 
immediate danger and is reflected in 
many points of friction 

In Europe the project of the 
European Defense Community, on 
which all Western plans of defense 
are based; is helt’ up indefinitely tn 
the confusion of French politics. The 
frail growth of Italian democracy is 
imperilled by .communism_on_ one 
side and neo-fascism on the other. 
An upheaval in ieste has been 
averted by a hair’s breadth. The 
Saar problem, dividing Germany and 
France, remains unsettled, all the 
earlier negotiations suspended. And 
throughout the .continent, disguised 
by the speeches of statesmen but well 
known to every traveler, a danger- 
ous tide anti-Americanism _ is 
quietly in flow.

ELLOWKNIFE, N.W.T., HAS 

joined the ranks of communi- 
ties in Canada which exercise local 
self-government through their own 
council. This. month— the thriving 
settlement elected officials to various 
posts and has set up municipal house- 
keeping along customary lines. 

The event is an important indica- 
tion of development in that part of 
the country, a symbol of civic con- 
sciousness and a landmark in the ad- 
vancement of the far northern 
region 

Yellowknife may be expected to 
Jearn many things in self-government 
from the experience of the next few 
months and years. But it has an im- 
portant lesson to teach many of the 
older and perhaps more tired cities of 
this country. Reports of the election 


carried by The Canadian Press state: 
“A 13-man contest for the seven 
council vacancies resulted in a heavy 
vote.” 

Perhaps the novelty of the occa- 
sion spurred residents to exercise 
the franchise. Perhaps there were 
lively issues to draw them™to the 
polls. Whatever the cause, Yellow- 
knife people did turn out and in 
numbers large by comparison to the 
citizens entitied to vote 

That is a point which many cities 
and municipalities should take ‘to 
heart in the next few weeks. Their 
people will have the chance to name 
councils before the end of the year 
A little of the Yellowknife spirit 
would ‘be highly appreciated by those 
who respect the importance of the 
franchise.

LONDON (Reuters) — Queen 
Elizabeth and the Duke of Edin- 
burgh departed on their globe 
circling tour of 14 Common- 
wealth countries at 9 o'clock 
(4 p.m. EST) tonight, cheered 
on by hundreds of spectators 
gathered at London airport 

Their giant stratocruiser “Ca- 
nopus,” which will carry them 
to Bermuda, via Gander, New- 
foundland, became airborne 15 
minutes later. They arrived at 
the airport 20 minutes behind 
schedule 

Queen Mother Elizabeth, Prin- 
cess Margaret and other court 
intimates were at the airport to 
bid the royal couple farewell. 

Elizabeth wore a pale—blive 
suit and blue hat, the duke a 
heavy, dark overcoat. 

Despite chilly November 
weather thousands of London- 
ers had assembled along the 
streets and cheered the couple 
as their limousine drove the 16 
miles from Buckingham Palace 
to the airport. Several times 
they closed in around the car
